Gen. Sheridan spent the forenoon 
in making himself acquainted with the busi- 
ness of the office. Gen. Shermanand mem- 
bers of his staff rendered him 
every assistance. Shortly before 12 
o'clock the two highest officers of the ar- 
my called on the Secretary of War—Gen. 
Sherman, to take official leave, and Gen. 
Sheridan to report forduty. The transfer 
was accomplished quietly and without any 
ceremony whatever, beyond the issuance of 
the following general order, notifying the 
army of the change of commanders:

HEADQUARTERS OF TUE ARMY, 
WaAsHINGTON, November 1. 
By and with the consent of 
the President, as contained in general 
order No. 71 of October 16, 1883, the 
undersigned relinquishe the command of the 
army of the United States. In thus severing 
the relations which have hitherto existed be- 
tween us, be thanks all the officers and men 
for their fidelity to the high trust imposed 
on them during his official life, and will in 
his retirement watch with parental solici- 
tude their progress upward in the noble pro- 
fession to which they have devovied their 
lives.

Sherman’s Last Report. 
WASHINGTON, November 1.—The last an- 
nual report of Gen. Sherfian is in the hands 
of the Secretary of War. The Army consists 
of 2,143 officers and 23,335 men, the figures 
being almost identical with those of last 


year. Gen. Sherman considers the Crook 
Apache campaign a success, and considers 
that if Ciook is permitted to manage 
the Apaches in his own way, all wars will 
cease in Arizona, and the complicated In- 
dian question Will disappear. The subject 
of miktary education is treated at sume 
lengih, and the opinion expressed that the 
Military Academy at West Point and 
the Practical Schools at Fort Monroe 
and Leavenworth are among the best milli- 
tary schools in the world, ‘The Indians are 
regarded as substantially eliminated from 
the problem of the army, and while the 
army and immigration contributed largely 
to this result, the railroad, which 
used to follow in the rear, and 
now goes forward with the picket line in the 
reat battie of civilization with barbarisn, 
ashad a greacer iniluence by the recent 
completion atlastof the four great trans.

After the Transfer. 
WASHINGTON, November 1.—Shortly afte 
the transfer General Sherman and General 
Sheridan held an informal reception, at- 
tended by all the officersof the army on 
duty im Washington, also by the officers of 


the Second Artillery stationed at 
Fort McHenry and the Bureau 
officers of the department. All took 


official leave of Gen. Sherman. and were by 
him presented to Gen. Sheridan. Subse- 
guevtiy Gen. Sherman and Gen. Sheridan, 
accompanied by the Secretary of War, made 
an official call upon the President. 


Preparing a Reception. 

To-day Lieutenant-General Sheridan takes 
command of the Army of the United States. 
Gen. Sherman’s retirement does not go into 
effect until the 8th of February, 1884, but 
Gen. Sheridan virtually takes charge of the 
department from to-day. Gen. Sherman 
goes to Philadelphia from Washington 
to visit his daughter. He will remain there 
a few days and then go to New York. He is 
expected to arrive here about the 12th of No- 
vember, in time to see McCullough. The 
General is not only a great ad- 
mirer but a warm friend of the 
great tragedian. He has been the 
soul and spirit of several enquent given 
McCullough, and during his Vashington 
engagements the General always had his 
special box, which he occupied four or five 
nights during the week. Just what the 
character of the reception tendered Gen. 
Sherman upon his arrival here wiil be is 
difficult to determine at present. He 
has expressed his willingness to be re- 
ceived ce any of the old svldiers who may 
deem it proper to tender him a reception, 
but is rather disinclined to have any demon- 
stration on the part of the citizens generally. 
Itis not expected that the St, Louis di- 
vision of the Grand Army of the 
Republic will take any active 
measures towards giving a distinct recep- 


tion, but the Frank Biair Post aud one or 
two other commanderies are making prepara- 
tions to reeeive the retiring General in a be- 
fitting manner. Nodefiuite pans have yet 
been fixed upon, but it is probabie he will be 
met at the depot and escorted tothe Southern 
hotel, whera an informal reception will be 
given. It is rumored that a banquet will be 
tendered him by the members uf the Mer- 
cantile Club, and it is more than probable 
that the Commercial Club will have the hon- 
or of his presence at one of their monthiy 
banquets, As the General intends to pass 
the remainder of his days in St. Louis, a 
number of prominent citizens are unanimous 
in the opinion that the first few days of his 
arrival should be properly commemorated.

Lonvon, November 1.—The Times attrib- 
utes the failure of Morris Ranger, the Liver- 
pool cotton broker, to his grossly reckless 
speculation in England and America, and on 
the continent. Itsays: “He aimed to con- 
trol the cotton exchanges of the world, and 
had the help of the wealthy houses of Lon- 
don, New York and Hamburg. The effect 
of the failures in Liverpool will be local. 
The Londen money market will not be af- 
fected by them. There will probably be an 
increased demand for cotton, followed by a 
reaction.” The Times severely condemns 
the wild dealing in futures prevailing in Liv- 
erpool, and advises the adoption of the Amer- 
ican rules for a deposit of margins as some 
restriction thereto. 

AN EASIER FEELING, 

LIVERPOOL, November 1.—There is an 
easier feeling in the cotton market. The 
general opinionis thatthe crisis has culmi- 
nated, and the hope is expressed that all the 
firms will be able to meet their demands as 
they become due. There isa decided better 
tone in the market. Morris Ranger filed a 
petition for liquidation by arrangement with 
his creditors. The Post says he specu- 
lated on the New York Cotton Exchange and 
was unfortunate there.

Christie, deputy Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
Senate; L. A. Jonas, acting assistant door- 
keeper; N. T. N. Taylor, Gen. Logan’s sec- 
retary, and H. B. Evans of Illinois. 

When the reporter entered the saloon

were seated in easy chairs tak- 
ing an alter breakfast smoke or rest,

“How do you carry on your inspection ?”’ 

“Weill, we stop at all the points where 
work has been done. Examine it thorough- 
ly. Take testimony of ail engaged im it, and 
aiso the testimony of river men and river 
residents as to the efficiency and value of the 
work and the wisdom of pursuing the pres- 
ent pian. We purpose examining all whom 
we think competent to speak on the subject 
or to make suggestions. We shall took care- 


fuily into the tevee system, and also 
shall examine the jetties and the out- 
let system. In fact the object 


of the committee includes the thorough ex- 
amination of everything pertaining to the 
improvement of the navigation of the Missis- 
sippi River. It includes, also, an investiyza- 
tion of the expenditures of the Commission. 
We have aiready taken some testinuouy as to 
the upper river, and have examined ail the 
points of interest above. 

“What do you think of it so far?’’ 

“Weare pieased, but can hardiy express 
an opinion as yet.”’ 

“What is the prospect of securing appro- 
priations for the work in future, and what is 
the sentiment in Congress on the subject?’ 

Gen* Logan remarked here: “Of course, 
eyery body is in favor of Mississippi River 
improvement in the right‘way, and Congress 
will be governed iargely by our report.’ 

SENATOR JONAS RESUMED, , 

“T thintethere can be hy question but that 
thé river will receive proper recognition. 
Our report will ol course govern the pian to 
bill 


be adopted. The appropriation 
was crowded out last Session by 
the tariff and other matters, 


otherwise it would have passed. There was 
a majority in Congress in favorof it. For 
my own part I think the improvement of 
this river ought to be the subject of a sepa- 
rate bill, It ought not to be inciudedin a 
general bill.” 

There was a general assent to this opinion 
by all of the Senators and sume little discus- 
<ion, showing that every one of them would 
favor this. plan. 

“Do you think such a bill would pass?” 
queried the reporter, 

“Yes. Lthink it would. Sucha bill has 
passed the senate before and thereisa gen- 
eral sentiment in favor of a separate treat- 
ment of the matter.” 

“How much time will your lavors con- 
sume?” 

“We must get through as soon as possible, 
as allof us must be in Washington in time

MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE COMMITTEE. 

J. C. Ewald, President of the Exchange 
and chairman of the river committee, ad- 
dressed a note to the Senate Committee invit- 
ing the members to accept the courtesies of 
the Exchange and to meet the people of the 
city and a reply was reeeived from Gen. 
Logan stating that the Senate Committee 
could not do that, but would be glad to re- 
ceive the Exchange Committee on board the 
boat and tu listen to any remarks or sugges- 
tions on the subject in hand. In accordance 
with the invitation a party of gentlemen 


visited the steamer. It was composed of 
J. C, Ewald, Geo. L. Wright, E, O. Stanard,

THIS SENATE COMMITTEE 
is probably the most importantever sent to 
examine into the Mississippi River. ‘The 
resolution appointing it passed the Senate 
February 22, and instructs the committee to 
inquire into the four special things, namely: 
The work of improvement, the work of the 


commission, expendi.ures, etc.: the 
outlet system commonly known 
as Cowden’s scheme, and the 


jeities, and also to take all testimony likely 
to throw light on the subject. On its report 
the fate of the river work depends in large 
measure. Said Mr. Wright. x te importance 
cannot be over-estimated.”’ The Burroughs 
committee was packed to oppose the Com- 
mission, and this committee will probably set 
that report right.

Several Indictments for Conspiracy 
Probable— fo-Days Labor. 

* The Grad Jury met earlier this morning 
than on apy previous day this week. The 
investigations before them are widening out 
in sucha way that the body has begun tu 
recoguize that it will be difficult to furnish 
report wiilin the time allowed by law, T 
first man suinmoned was W. R. Faulkner, the 
superintendent of the Mounted Police stables. 
Faulkner was quizzed asto the influences 
witch were at work to secure his removal! 
from his position. It will be remembered 
that Dan Kerwin complained that “the 
gaue”’ were all anxious tuat Fautknershdul! 
go, and that he never could discover any rea- 
son tortheir clamors. ‘Tue superintendent 
was lugged intothe closed roo to-day to 
ascertain all that could be found out in re- 
gard w the-einduences, Itis stated on good 
authority that the object of the Grand Jury 
is to lay a foundation tor an indictment for 
conspiracy to control the Police Department, 
aud to use it for corrupt and political ends, 
and thai this is to be vVased on the evidence 
of Campbell, Faulkner and others. After 
the superiniendent of the mounted stabies 
had finished his two hours’ seance, ex-Jail- 
or Jeremiah Ryan was invited in aud had a 
very short hearing. Ryan was wanted 
to aid = in sifting to the bot- 
tom the story that Bob Pate, 
while an inmate of the Jail, was allowed to 
take movunlight carriage rides. Ryan stated, 
as he has dove before, that, if ever Pate lett 
the Jail in the way mentioned during his 
term of office, he was entirely unaware of 
the fact. He also said that he thought it 
impossible that the prisoner should ever 
have gone out without is Knowledge or con- 
sent. Lhen Charnes Schweickhardt, a 
member of the Saioon-keepers’ Associa- 
tion, was shown in, and his story 
seciwed to possess especial interest for Mr.

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DRAMSHOP LICENSES. 


An Increase of $138,697 O02 
City’s Revenue.

| This City—!ntervi ews. 

A number of colored citizens met at 723 
Morgan street last night for the purpose of 
arranging a preliminary meeting prior to the 
convention to be beld in the Mercantile Li- 
brary. MriJ. Wilson, of the Nationa! Trib- 
une, occupied the chair, and stated that the 
reason for calling the organization to- 
gether was for the purpose of consum- 
mating the details of the coming conveation. 


C. H. Tyler was then elected chairman and 
John V; Smith secretary. George Ralph 
was elected treasurer. A Post-DisratcH 
representative learned from Mr. Milton Tur- 
ner this morning, that <A were made 
at the meeting denouncing tue idea of call- 
ing on the generosity of the white ponuia- 
tion to financially aid in getting up 
the  eonvention. Mr. Turner 
that a number of men were aking appeals 
to the white publie wne had no business to. 
“But what of the civil rights decision?” 
inquired the Post-DispATcH man of Mr. 
Turner, 

“The civil rights decision?” answered Mr. 

urner, taking the query from the reporter’s 
lips, ‘I have not given the matter the study 
that I should have done. The su biect is one 
of vast import, and requires broad weighing 
of facts, without which an intelligent and 
reliable conclusion could not be arrived at. 
Any decision of the Supreme Court of the 

nited States, upon anv subject whatever, 
is a proper subject for careful and 
unprejudiced analysis, but in a decision 
like this, affeeting more or less the status of 
six millions of citizens, it is unusualiv 
significant, and so far-reaching in its conse- 
quenees that hasty opinions are not to be 
thought of.” 

“It is understood that you have been to 
Washington, with a view to working up this 
question ?” 

“All reports in the newspapers—with the 
exception of this one—are erroneous and un. 
authorized. 1 have made nod public expres- 
sions of opinion, nor do I now make one. 
The negro people of this city and State are 
much exerci Land somewhat appreliensive 
on this question, and where such ex- 
citement dwells among a class, both 

hilosophy and Statesmanship would 
ndicate that expressions from men of public 
experience should be weighed. I have been 
invited by the people uf the State to speak 
upon the matter, and | expect to utter an 
unwavering opinion,” 

_““My opinion with reference to the civil 
rights decision,”’ remarked Mr. Stephen M, 
Wilson, “is about this: ‘The decision 
from a legal. standpoint: is a 
correct one, for tiiis reason, it 
does not deprive me of any recourse at law. 
Phe decision, as you know, was that Con- 
gress superceded its powers in legislating on 
a right that the United States Supreme 
Court has declared belonged to the State, 
and should be guaranteed to the citizens of 
all States irrespective of party or of color, 
with as stringent penalties as those en- 
couched in the civil rights bill.” 

“My opinion in reference tothe matter,” 
remarked Mr. Charlies F. Parker, “is that it 
is one of the most terrible impositions on 
the colored people and demands instant in- 
vestigation.’

A Dry Geods Case. 
Judge Treat, in the United States Circuit 
Court, this morning, rendered a decision in 
the case of Seruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 


vs. the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany. ‘Lhe dry goods firm sued the railroad 
eompany for a large sum, the value of a con- 
signment. Judge Treat said: ‘“The evidence 
discloses that the loss was caused by the 
negiigence of the defendant; therefore, the 
exemption as to the fire in the written bill of 
lading, if applicable, would not change the 
result. The only question concerning which 
there was difficulty related to the required 
valuation of the property shipped. It isa 
eorrect rule that when special values con- 
nected with shipments should be dis- 
closed and the contract between the 
parties called therefor, with the timitation 
agreed, such agreements should be upheld. 
The case before the court shows that ship- 
ments of goods in the ordinary course of 
plaintiff’s business, were to be made under a 
verbal agreement with respect to the rates 
to be charged therefor. Of. course, it must 
be held to be’ within the co:templation of 
the parties that shipments should be in the 
ordinary course of such transactions. No 
limitations as to the values were made by 
the oral agreement, nor dues it appear that 
there was any extraordinary vaiue outside 
of plaintiff's usual course of shipments, 
Hence the loss having occurred through-the 
negligence of the defendant, the plaintiff is 
entitled to recover the full value of the 
goods forwarded, with interest. — Judgment, 
therefore, is rendered for $4,077.’

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Falling Short in Germany—Generally Good 
in Beigium—Very Unsatisfactory in Russia 
—Damage by Frost in Places. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WaAsnHinotTon, October 30.—The Depart- 
ment of State has some valuable reports re- 
garding the condition of the grain crops 
from nearly all parts of the grain-raising 


world, omitting the portions of Asia and 


Africa which neither buy from nor compete 
with us to anv considerable extent. They 
come from all the important grain-growing 
districts, and are very important in their 
showing of the demand likely to be made 
upon the grain-growers of tuis country dur- 
ing the coming year. They clearly show, 
too, that the granarics of the United States 
must expect to do all that they have done in 
the past years in furnishing the best supply 
of the world. 

One of the most thorough of these is that 
from Germany. Early in the season there 
were indications that the crops of that coun- 
try would beunusually good. This hope, 
however, does not seem to have been real- 
ized, as the reports from there indicate that 
the crops are likely to fall considerably be- 
low those of former years. Consul Vogeler, 
of Frankfort-on-the-Main, who, by the way, 
is well-known here as aformer partner of 
Ben Cutterworth in Cincinnati, transmits a 
report on 

“THE CROPS OF GERMANY,” 
prepared by a society of merchants there, in- 
terested in the grain trade, accompanied by 
the names of competent and reliabie gentie- 
men as a guarantee of perfect good faith in 
the compilation. Prom Pruasie the estimate 
makes ihe average crop the standard of 100, 
and puts the yield of this year at 84, against 
105 in 1880, and 104in 1882. Rye, which is a 
very important crop in all Europe, and 
especially in Germany, is put at 85, against 
anaverage of 105 last year. Barley is put 
at 84, against 102 last year, oats 79, against 
102 jast year, and potatoes 04, agalist 97 last 
and 116 the preceding year. ‘luking the 
same standard they tind the wheat of Sax- 
ony 75 to 8&5, against 100 to 110 last year; rye 
70 te 80, against 90 and 100 last year. In 
Northern Bavaria the crop is reported rather 
above the average, but in Southern Bavaria 
wheat is only 80, while it was 120 last vear, 
and rye even worse. From the Palantine the 
reports indicate barely two-thirds of a crop 
of wheat, and haif a crop of rye. 
Baden falis off about 33 per cent. and 
Wurtemburg 20. From Holland Consul 
Eckstein reports the wheat crop about an 
average, while in rye the crop will be 

CONSIDERABLY BELOW THE AVERAGE, 
while of bariey the yield proin'ses to 
abuMiant, ana of potatoes more than an ay- 
erage. 

From Belgium, Consul! Fish reports the 
condition of the crops generally good, ex- 
cepling rye, Which does not seem likely to 
yield. well, and, as rye is a very important 
crop there, this feature of the report is very 
significant. Belgium in 1882 consuimed J6,- 
000,000 kilugrammes of foreign rye, and the 
Consul reports that the indications are that 
the amount nevded this year will be very 
much greater. 

Frow Sinesia the reports indicate verv 
poor crops, the average of wheat being less 

han 80, of rye about the same, and of pota- 
tues but 85. 

. From Russta, the great grain field of Eu- 
rope, the reports are anything but satisfac- 
tory. Consul Van Ruper, at Moscow, fur- 
nishes a report from the Department of the 
lnterior of the Russian Government, indi- 
caling 4 very unsatisfactory eondition of the 
crops in the northwestern and southern prov- 
inces, but an average crop of winter grain 
in the central provinces, that are given by 
name and made the most of in the Goveru- 
ment report which he quotes. ‘The Southern 
Governments, where tie Winter grain is re- 

orted bad, are spoken of by Consul Ryder 
ba recent report as 

THE FINEST GRAIN SECTION 
of Russia. 
writing in regard to grain, says that the re- 
ports receiyed there from Russia are not 
proniising, and predicts that large imports 
from the United States will be needed to 
supply Europe this year. 

‘rom Denmark Consul Ryder reports a 
distracting state of affairs: ide says: 
accounts received from all parts of the coun- 
try continue to repeat the complaint formner- 
ly made of the bad weather trom the autuinn 
of last year uvutil the close of the spring of 
the present year.” After detailing the dam- 
age « fro-tin the fall aud spring. he says: 
“The winter and spring have alsv been uni- 
versally dry, so thatau insufficient amount 
of moisture in the soil has greatly retarded 
the growth and topping of the crops, and 
these unfavorable conditions seem to have 
been pretty general all over the country. 
Rye, especially, has suffered, though this 
cereal shows jess signs oi the ill effects of the 
unfavorabie weather.” After a long and ex- 
haustive report upon the various crops, he 
says: “it would aprear that the coming 
harvest of Denmark, even 

WITii THE MOST FAVORABLE WEATHER 
during the remainder of the year, can searce- 
ly be ex, ected to come up to the average, 
and with further adverse conaltions may 
fall cousiderably velow the average.” 

As to the crops of Engiand, there are few 
reports. Cousu! King,at Birminghum, writes: 
“It is too early to make any statement as to 
the crops. May and June were fine, but July 
has been cuid and wet, and no doubt a good 
deal of damage has been done to hay. Should 
August be tine, however, I think a good gen- 
eral harvest may be looked for in tue mid- 
land counties.” 

From Lodia there are no reports as to the con- 
dition ui the cro», but there is an interesti g 
statement from Consul Ryder regarding In- 
dia asa grain producing country. He says: 
“In England attention is now being strongly 
directed to the furtherance of all possivie 
means, either in improved transport system, 
by canals and railways, or an increased cul- 
tivation of wheat, so that eventually India 
may be ina positiun to compete with the 
United States in the European grain mar- 
kets, and it is freely asserted by parties who 

retend to be fully acquainted with the capa- 

ilities, that India, in a few years more, will 
be abie to produce from 30,000,000 to 20,000, - 
600 quarters (240,000,000 ta 420,000,000 bush- 
els) of wheatof a quality equal to that of the 
United Siates or Russia. 

FROM ITALY 

there isa very interesting report, not apon 
the condition of the crops, but upon the in- 
troduction of American wachinery with 
whieh to harvest the same. ‘The Consul at 
Rome devotes considerable attention vo the 
description of a contest between European 
and Aimerican reapers on the Campagna near 
that city, in which the American machine 
was quite the victor. The novelty of a con- 
test between reaping machines from this and 
other countries on the Rowan Caupagna is 
guite refreshing, and especially 50 as Lt re- 
suited fxvorably tor the American machines, 

From Austraiia Cousul Griflin of Auckland 
writes that “the harvest whieh bas just 

losed was one of the most bountiful in the 

istory of the colonies. The yield of wheat 
some of the counties was disappointing, 

‘but on the whole the average will be much 
Jarger than usual.” His report, which is 
suite lengthy,shows an increased acreage and 

‘cellent yield, so that itis probable that the 
wield of last vear, which was abuut 30,000,000 

shels, wi considerably excveded 

hat of this year. Ue adds, however, 
prals snot shipped in Australia with 
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the United States as against that practiced 
in Australian ports. “It takes about as 
many weeks here, ‘‘he adds,’’ to load a vessel 
with grain asit does days inthe United 
Staies,”’ 

From Ontario Consul! Rollins writes that 
the yieid of wheat wil! probably be but about 
G0 per cent. that of ‘ast year, and the area of 
barley grown will be 91,900 acres less than 
last year.
